Applicant argues that compounds wherein both R3 and R4 are H are excluded from the instant claims. This is not found 
persuasive because it is clear from the claim language that R3 and R4 may be the same moieties (i.e. the list of possible 
substituents for both variable groups is the same). Thus a reasonable interpretation of claim 1 is that at least one of the variables 
R3 or R4 have the meaning H and both may have the meaning H. Additionally, specifying that R3 or R4 has the meaning H does 
not exclude the possibility that the other does not. The broadest reasonable interpretation of the claim is that the scope of the 
claim does not say that only one of R3 or R4 is H. it merely specifies that one must be an H and does not negatively imply or 
indicate that the other cannot be the same (i.e wherein when R3 is H then R4 is not H and wherein when R4 is H then R3 cannot 
be H). The Office disagrees with the asserted meaning of the interpretation of the disputed passage for these reasons and 
reasons made of record in the last office action. .
